A death sentence was im­ 
posed on anyone wrh o meddled with 
th e graves and especially on th ose 
wh o removed th e stone wh ich sealed 
th e sepu lch re. 
Th is ordinance was 
made in answer to a q u estion pu t 
to Emperor Tiberiu s by Pilate. Th is 
wou ld seem to h e one of th e oldest 
proofs, ou tside of th e Bible, concern­ 
ing th e resu rrection. 
To date nearly 10.000 Bibles, Tes­ 
taments and Portions of Scriptu re 
h ave been sent free by th e American 
Bible Society into th e areas affect­ 
ed by th e floods of last March . In 
th © flooded sections th e water rose 
to su ch a h eigh t In many of th e 
ch u rch es as to completely cover th e 
pews, th ereby ru ining th e Bibles. 
An official statement by Secretary 
of Commerce Roper, annou nces th at 
th e decennial censu s of Religiou s 
Bodies, wh ich since 19 06 h as been 
taken at ten year intervals by th e 
Censu s department will begin at an 
earlv date.

Tho lon g fight for rights for women 
con tin ues in 
Fran ce. 
With 
a 
bill 
to 
make women eligible to vote an d to hold 
elective office in d orsed by the Chamber 
of Deputies by the overwhelmin g vote of 
188 to 1. the issue is again on the d oor- 
steji of the sen ate. 
This latest approval 
bv the Chamber vías in respon se to Depu­ 
ty Louis Marin ’s request for a un an imous 
vote to “force the han d of the sen ate by 
a n ew man ifestation 
of the 
Chamber’s 
feelin gs.” 


It is on e of the peculiarities of Kuro- 
liean politics, asserts the Post-Dispatch of 
St. Louis, that Fran ce, which has mad e 
civil rights of citizen s a fun d amen tal of 
Its system of govern men t, has for so lon g 
d en ied its women the privilege of votin g 
an d hold in g office. 
Women have voted 
in 1 in lan d .sin ce 1906, in Norway sin ce 
1913. in Den mark .sin ce 1915, in Russia 
.^in ce 1917, in Swed en sin ce 1921 an d in 
Spain sin ce 1926. 
The Chamber of Depu­ 
ties, which is the popular, in the sen se of 
read ily re.spon sible, bran ch of the Fren ch 
parliamen t, first voted for woman suf­ 
frage in 1919 an d has repeated this ac­ 
tion at in tervals. 
It is the sen ate, whose 
members a rt chosen n ot by the voters but 
in d irectly through 
d epartmen tal coucil- 
lors, an d for n in e-year terms at 
which has stood in the way. 


t hus the course of the w'oman suffrage 
movemen t in Fran ce is much like that 
which it experien ced in the Un ited Slates, 
A resolution seekin g to d o 
what 
the 
Nin eteen th Amen d men t fin ally accomp­ 
lished in 1920 was favorably reported in 
our House of Represen tatives as early 
as 188.S. 
The House had given the pro 
jxtsal the two-third s majority n ecessary 
for submission to the states early in 1918, 
while the sen ate was still rejectin g it. In 
mid summer of that year. Presid en t Wil­ 
son , who had reversed his stan d on the 
question , wrote to Sen ators Baird of New 
-lersey an d Shield s of Ten n essee, urgin g 
them to support woman suffrage on the 
gtoun d that favorable action was n eed ed 
to w-in the war. 
In September, after the 
sen ate had d ebated the issue hotly for 
five d ays, W’ilson mad e a person al ap­ 
pearan ce in the sen ate to plead for ad op. , 
tion . 
In le.ss than a year, the sen ate had I 
approved . 56 to 25. 


It will be in terestin g to .see what the | 
Fren ch .sen ate d oe.s with the chamber’s 
bill. 
If the sen ators reject it, they will 
reject the virtually un an imous man d ate 
of the elected represen tatives of the male 
voters. 
Such a floutin g of public 
ion can n ot stan d in d efin itely.
